chairman of the joint chiefs of 
staff planned to plunge immedi- 
ately into the task with two brief- 
ings today. 


The key conversations are ex- 


pected to deal with the question 
of an early treaty for Japan and 
continuing U. S. bases here there- 
after. 


Johnson told reporters *t the 


airport, however, that the con- 
versations with General MacArt- 
hur and other officials this week 
would deal with "the entire gamut 
ot things." 


He said h* and Bradley were 


visiting the Pacific to see how "it 
enters into' the defense of Amer- 
ica and the peace ol the world.'

Inconvenience Here

public is not fully aware of the 
type of service they are now re- 
ceiving and will continue to re- 
ceive under the one-trip delivery 
system. 


The one-trip delivery 
system 


works a hardship upon the public 
in that the mail they send and re- 
ceive is delayed both at the point 
ol origin and at the point of del- 
ivery, they contend. 


The one-trip delivery system 


works a hardship upon the car- 
riers in that the volume of mail 
they handle is greatly increased. 
No longer is there an allowance 
for mail of. heavy days such as 
the two-trip delivery system pro- 
vided. A part of the mail (not 
first class) must be left for del- 
ivery at a future date, the carriers 
say. 


It appears to the local carriers 


that the postal service during the 
neak mailing seasons, such as first 
of the month, holidays, Christmas, 
etc., will be a fiasco. Heretofore 
these peak seasons have required 
the utmost, efficiency of all postal 
employees to get the mad out on 
time. Now it appears that with 
the utmost efficiency, prompt mail 
delivery during the peak periods 
will be virtually impossible, be- 
cause 
of longer 
routes, 
fewer, 


trained 
postal employees and a 


necessarily increased volume of 
mail per employee. Add all these 
complexities to the general nation- 
wide confusion which now exists. 
and it is obvious that any savings 
made under the present postal 
policy will be small compared to 
the amount of service denied the 
public, is what the local carriers 
had to say about the new order, 
Bill to Kecind Fending 


A bill to rescind the Post Of- 


fice Department's recent cuts in 
mail service was approved by the 
House Post Office Committee. A 
similar measure has been approv- 
ed by the Senate committee. They 
now await action in both houses. 
The letter carriers would like pat- 
rons of Sedalia to inform their 
congressman as to their views on 
this matter. 


Many incidents have arisen in 


Sedalia the past week, as a re- 
sult of the "economy cutback" in 
mail 
service. For instance, on 


Saturday morning, June 10, of- 
ficials in charge of a funeral home 
in Sedaba thought they would 
have to delay interment services. 
because the mail that was to bring 
the burial certificate was late that 
day.

A Sedalia minister who waited 


inornings at the church for his 
mail prior to the new order, wait- 
ed all morning on the mailman the 
first day the change was in effect, 
and finally gave up and went 
home. The carrier showed up late 
in the afternoon. 


One Sedalia woman told a car- 


rier the new order didn't make 
any difference to her. but the fol- 
lowing Monday, she wanted to 
know why she didn't have that 
letter from her daughter who tele- 
phoned her that she had written 
the letter Saturday. 


Another instance last week wa 


when a carrier went to a relaj 
box and left his sack and mail ir 
it and went home to lunch. A wo 
man who had seen him dump hi 
mail in the relay box, unhappily 
asked the carrier when he cam 
back over an hour later with he 
mail, what the big idea was. Sh 
wanted to know why the carrie 
couldn't deliver her mail befor 
he went to dinner. Well the carrie 
had to stop at some house befor 
completing his route to take of 
for dinner. Under the new set-up 
a carrier Is required to take 
lunch perjod which is set by him 
One day, he may be one place on 
his, route at lunch time, and th< 
next day, a diffei'ent place, de 
pending upon the amount of mai 
he carries that day. So under the 
new order, nobody will probablj 
be assured of * uniform time o 
receiving his or her mail. It rnigh 
be 11 a.m. one day and 1:30 p,m 
the next day. 


Some comments received by th 


local carriers are pertaining tc 
people who think the new acting 
postmaster negotiated this cur- 
tailment in order to put a feather 
in his hat, by trying to cut down 
on expenses. This is utterly ab- 
sured, as the Postmaster Gen-era 


ordered this aurtaihnent nation 
wide. 
Rushes for Boxes 
Prior to the, new order, there 


were an insufficient number o 
lock boxes at the post office to ac- 
eomodate those desiring to use th 
service. Now since the new order 
the waiting list is much larger 
because people desire box service 
in order to get their mail earlier 
each day. 


Under the new set-up, routes 


have been changed and carriers 
have been moved to work new 
routes, thus causing a slow-up be- 
cause the carriers are unfamiliar 
with the new route and are doubly 
handicapped due to many homesj 
over the city not having house 
numbers. Incidentally, house num- 
bers are required on each home 
by the postoffice department. 


One of the local business stores 


called 
the 
postoffice, 
Monday 


morning and wanted to know why 
they hadn't received their parcel 
post. They were told that now it 
may be delayed as rmich as an 
hour or so, which in some in- 
stances handicap merchants in 
planning his day's work. 
Delivery Time Vary 
Under the new order, one local 


carrier is used to substitute five 
days to replace the regular car- 
rier on his day off. On such days, 
the substitute is on the route, the 
time of delivery will vary, even 
more, until he familiarizes him- 
self with the five routes. 


The reason for the long interval 


between April 18, which was the 
issuance of curtailment order and 
the time it became effective, June 
10, was because it took days to 
re-map the town, and required 
several weeks for clerks to fami- 
liarize themselves with the new 
scheme. Even now, mistakes will 
be made, thereby causing delay- 
ment in mails. 


Mail insufficiently 
or incom- 


pletely addressed will be returned 
to the sender, as the department 
does not give directory service 
now, 
excepting in a "few isolated 


cases, such as registered, C.O.D 
and parcels of various value. 


A public opinion of many in 


Sedalia is Lhat they think the car- 
riers are only working a 
half 


day now, delivering mail in the 
mornings only. This is not the 
case, as more than ono-thhd of 
the patrons will receive their mail 
in afternoons, as the carriers, are 
required to work eight hours a 
day.

Parks of the City are Drawing 
Crowds, Pools Very Popular 


Attendance figures so far this 


year at Sedalia's five parks clear- 
ly predict that this is destined 
to be the biggest year in the 
•history of the parks' existence. 


In relation to the city's size the 


park system is far in advance of 
the 
pbpulation's 
requirements 


The land .area of the live parks 
total over one hundred acres on 
•which, the park commission last 
year spent 322,295 for upkeep and 
improvements. 


The parks in 
many 
nearby 


cities fail to equal those of Seda- 
lia in regard to both facilities and 
conveniences 
offered. 
One 
city 


with an equal population has two 
large parks but persons living 
in the city who wish to use the 
parks must travel as far as five 
miles to reach one of them. 
In 


comparison, Sedalia is .fortunate 
in having its parks so located that 
even the most distant residents of 
the city are -within' a convenient 
distance of at least one of them. 
The parks have 
been logically 


planned and each is placed in the 
more densely populated areas of 
the city. 
Although they 
differ 


in size each offers equal facilities 
with the exception of swimming 
pools and night lighting for ball 
games. 


The largest of the parks are 


Liberty 
and 
Hubbard. Liberty 


park, with the greatest land area, 
has a 46-acre tract, while Hub- 
bard has 26 acres. 
The other- 


three parks are confined to small- 
er acreages. 


Liberty park, located at Third 


street and Park avenue, provides 
the most extensive program. An 
attractive lagoon is situated near 
the picnic grounds which is com- 
plete with tables, barbecue' pits 
and a shelter house. 
The picnic 


area, which is in constant use 
during the afternoon and evening, 
is well shaded and provides space 
for large parties. It is frequently 
used 
for 
family 
reunions and 


other similar celebrations. 


A recreational area of shaded 


land has been provided for the 
adults and a children's playground 
complete with swings ,aiid other 
.equipment is .in operation. Dur- 


ing the summer an eight-week 
recreational program for children 
has been set up at Liberty park 
where the children are permitted 
to play under guided supervision 
A convention hall and a formal 
garden are continually being used 
for variSd social events.

The eight week program, 
stopped in 1946, is open to chil- 
dren from the ages of 6 to IB 
years and is under the sponsor- 
ship of the Sedalia Teen Town 
Board, the Kiwanis club, Rotary 
club and the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


Approximately 
200 
children 


have attended each day since the 
program 
was inaugurated. The 


program began on June 5 and will 
close on July 29. It is open Mon- 
day through Friday from 9:00 a. 
m. until 1.1:30 a. m. 


Due to the financial situation 


with which the program is faced 
it has been forced to confine its 
activities to the Liberty 
park 


playground. The children who at- 
tend are placed under 
supervi- 


sors and are guided by them in 
their play. Directing the program 
is Howard Glavin, who is assist- 
ed by Miss Virginia Williams, 
Miss Carol Lee Johnson and Wal- 
ter Wiley. 


All the facilities of the park 


are placed at the disposal of the 
children with the exception of 
the swimming pool. The tennis 
courts, when conditioned, will al- 
so be used. Croquet and softball 
are among the other games of- 
fered. 
A fly casting contest is 


planned for both adults and the 
younger group. 


In connection with this pro- 


gram is the twi-light baseball 
league, composed of six teams 
and another league is working to- 
ward formation.

each on a staggered basis. 
Ap- 


pointments are made by the mayor 
with the consent of the City Coun- 
cil and all members, acting in an 
advisory capacity—\vith their ad- 
vice strictly heeded—serve with- 
out pay. 
"Duties of Board 
"The board is charged 'to over- 


see the parks of Sedalia, and to 
properly spend all the monies ap- 
propriated for the parks by the 
City Council.' 


"As in the case elsewhere, a 


certain tax' levy is allotted to the 


Park Board for operations in the 
fiscal year ahead. In recent year 
the figure has varied from S480 
in 1945 to $19,322 in 1949-1950.

He said, 'We believe 


that a park system to operat 
properly should have a capabl 
superintendent, an adequate bud 
get, a long-term engineering plan 
and a park board who will take 
city-wide viewpoint of the need 
of all the citizens.

Kicking Drill — Hold on to the side of the pool with one hand 
on top of the other. 
Point th e fingers of the lower hand 


down. Press on the lower hand and draw the chin toward the 
top hand. 
Kick from the hips, not the knees, and keep the 


toes pointed. At the beach a child may learn to kick in shal- 
low? water by resting on his hands.

The heroic, but totally unsound 


method of teaching children to 
swim by throwing them over- 
board, is a thing of the past. 
Children can be taught to swim 
without difficulty so ttiat they 
are completely at home in the 
water. 


The methods we will describe 


aie those we have developed over 
a period of years and found to 
produce 
excellent results with 


children of faculty members at 
Yale. 


Our first lesson for the be- 


ginner is the kick. 


The beginner must 
learn to 


kick from the hips and not from 
the knees. 
This does not mean 


that the legs are kept rigid. The 
toes are pointed and the knees 
naturally will bend slightly. But 
the action must originate from 
the hips. 


Learn to kick properly before 


actually attempting to swim. Hold 
on to the side of the pool and 
practice with the kick until it be- 
comes second nature. Remember 
Once you learn to swim with a 
knee-kick instead of a hip-kick, 
it is extremely difficult to cor- 
rect the mistake. 


Children who are at a beach 


or lake (instead of in a pool) 
can practice in shallow or knee- 
deep water by resting on their 
hands. 


During these first lessons, the 


child should hare the support 
of a small, inflated tube, water- 
wings or float-cans 
At Yale we 


use ordinary one-gallon paint cans 
with the cover scaled and strap- 
ped around the child's middle. 
(See picture). 


If 
kick-boards are 
available, 


the beginner can support his arm 
and hands on the board and con- 
tinue his kicking practice. A large 
inflated tube also can be used. 
This exercise piovides a good test 
to see if the beginner has de- 
veloped the proper kick.

Proper Breathing Essential

the eyes straight anead. The legs 
and arms have already started to 
synchronize 
automatically 
with 
this full stroke. 


We at Yale believe that the 


breathing lessons should come on- 
ly after the child has learned to 
use his arms and legs -— all with 
his head above the water. 


One nasty experience in breath- 


ing at the early stage can ruin 
the child's enthusiasm for swim- 
ming. A noseful or mouthful of 
water at the wrong time will up- 
set a child's confidence and pro- 
long the time needed to teach him 
how to swim. 


For this reason, we believe that 


the child should first acquire skill 
with his arms and legs and then

Some youngsters, in their firs

Then turn the face to other side antl in- 
hale through corner of mouth. When a full breath is taken, 
turn head under water and exhale through nose. This exercise 
can be done even out of water. It should be practiced daily. 


will be in a more favorable posi- 
tion to learn proper breathing. 


First, practice by holding on to

When a full breath . is taken

This exercise should be done 


from 10 to 20 times, repeated ev- 
ery day for a long time until 
the technique is mastered. Many 
persons, .including adults, can be 
observed at bathing resorts swim- 
ming with little or no idea as to 
proper breathing. They gulp down 
a breath of air at any point and 
may even stop their swimming 
motion to do so. 


The beginner can now start 
swimming. 
Kick vigorously all 


the while and take four strokes 
while exhaling through the nose 
underwater. As the hand oppo- 
site the breathing side hits the 
•water, turn the head and inhale 
throught the mouth. 
The out- 


stretched arm sustains the balance 
as the head is turned. 


The face is turned back into 


the water as the other arm comes 
forward and the swimmer begins 
to blow the air out during another 
series of four strokes. Then re- 
peat the entire sequence. 


The beginner must 
remembr 


not to gt panicky and not to rush. 
Take it easy! You are synchro- 
nizing arms, legs, and head, and 
each should be moving properly. 
Make believe you are swimming 
slow motion before you try to 
speed up. 


We come now to our final les- 


Now with the head position ta- 


ken care of, the beginner is readj 
for the first lesson. He starts from 
a sitting positioi and works up to 
the standing dive. 


First, the child sits on the .edge 


of the pool, arms and head in thr 
position described above.

WASHINGTON.—Several Democratic Sena- 


tors are giving unadvertised support to the 
Republican proposal for a separate committee 
to investigate the Justice Department and the 
Amerasia case. 


The Democrats 
don't want their strategy 


known to the Republicans, but what they are 
planning to do is broaden the Justice Depart- 
ment probe to include other wartime cases 
which were hushed up, particularly the mys- 
terious shushing of the Chicago Tribune prose- 
cution for giving aid and comfort to the Japa- 
nese following the battle of Midway. 


So far the Justice Department has never given 


an explanation as to why a grand jury, called 
to indict the Chicago Tribune for a serious 
breach 
of 
wartime 
secrecy, 
suddenly 
was 


called off. 


The Democrats also have in mind probing 


another mysterious case involving the Chicago 
Tribune when it published on Dec. 5, 1941— 
two days before Pearl Harbor—a sensational 
story about American mobilization showing that 
the United States planned to build up an army 
of 10,000.000 men. The story was documented 
by confidential* memos exchanged between the 
president and the secretaries of war and navy, 
making it obvious that the Tribune had got 
hold of one of the most important military 
secrets in the nation. 


The New York Daily News and the Washing- 


ton Times-Herald, owned by the Tribune, pub- 
lished identical stories, and some members oC 
the administration urged prosecution at that 
time. 


The matter was dropped, however, and Demo- 


cratic Senators now believe that it would be a 
good idea for the public to know why. 


They feel that these two cases against the 


Chicago Tribune are identic with the Amerasia 
case in which State Department secrets also 
were disclosed. 


Japan's Secret Code 
The battle of Midway disclosure by the Chi- 


cago Tribune was considered even more dam- 
aging to the national security. At that tim-e 
Stanley Johnston wrote a story for the Tribune 
that the U.S. Navy knew the complete strength 
of the Japanese fleet insadvance, and the fact 
that it was headed for Midway island. The 
Tribune even published the exact number o£ 
Jap ships and gave their names. 


Obviously the Navy's possession of this ad- 


vance information was due to superior intelli- 
gence work. In fact, it became known after the 
war that the Navy's amazing knowledge was 
because we were breaking Japan's secret code. 


This permitted the Navy to bring ships and 


planes from all over the Pacific f^wo weeks in 
advance of the battle and concentrate them at 
Midway. The west coast of the U.S.A. was left 
almost unguarded. 


Had the Japs become aware of what was 


happening and shifted their tactics, the cities 
of Los Angeles, San Francisco, Seattle, etc., 
would have been defenseless. 


But the American system of breaking Japa- 


nese codes worked so perfectly that the U.S. 
Navy knew, two weeks in advance, the name ' 
of every ship in the Japanese fleet which was 
steaming to Midway. 


Vital Secret Published 
Result of that battle is well known. The Japs 


took a terrific licking and the tide of the Pacific 
war was turned. Not so well known, however, 
is the manner in which the Chicago Tribune's 
Stanley Johnston revealed the Navy's secret. 


Johnston had been aboard the ill-fated Lex- 


ington which sank in the battle of the Coral 
sea, was taken aboard another ship -which 
rushed north to participate in the battle of 
Midway. While on this ship he learned that the 
Navy knew in advance the Japs were preparing 
to attack. 


After landing in the United States where he 


was not under the Navy's eye, Johnston wrote 
a story regarding this, giving the complete list 
of Japanese ships. The Navy immediately hit 
the ceiling, and Admiral ErnAst King, com- 
mander of the fleet, nailed at the White House, 
demanded that the Chicago Tiibune be c'osed. 
He pointed out that an a result of che Tribune's 
story the Japs were sure to change tl'eir code 
and thus we would lose one of our most price- 
Jess wartime assets. 


Unexplained Mystery 
Secretpry of the Navy Kno>:, owner of the 


competing Chicago .Daily News, war. ogainst 
prosecution. So wa^ Roosevelt, He /eii prose- 
cution of the Tribune wuld look liko an ,,-tlack 
on his severest newspaper critic. The Navy, 
however, insisted. So Williaw D. Mitchell, Re- 
publican attorney general under Hoover, was 
selected to present the case to a Chicago grand 
jury. 


What finally happened during the trial has 


never been revealed. In. the middle of Ihe grand 
jury hearing', Mitchell suddenly called off the 
prosecution. To this day no explanation has ever 
been given as to why a federal grand jury was 
convened to indict 
»;he Chicago Tribune, but 


dropped the eas« lik« * hot potato.

CHICAGO, June 17—(/^—Her- 


bert Hoover said Friday that fur- 
ther 
government 
borrowing to 


meet deficits "is the road to dis- 
aster for every cottage in the 
Und." 


The 76 year old former He- 


publican President spoke before 
the 30th annual business meeting 
of the U. S. Junior Chamber of 
Commerce. The Jaycees have been 
supporting the proposals for gov- 
ernment reorganization suggested 
by the Hoover Commission. 


Mr. Hoover, in an address pre- 


pared for the Jaycee's mam din- 
ner meeting, posed the question: 


"Can We Reduce Expenses" 


"Can we reduce (governmental) 
expense? 


"To that, the answer is 'yes'" 


Mr. Hoover stated emphatically. 


His address was on a subject 


requested by the Jaycees them- 
selves, the relation of government 
expenditures, deficits and taxes, 
to jobs and to national life. 


''Financing government deficits 


by borrowing," Mr. Hoover said, 
"if continued long enough, has 
only one end—inflation. 


That has been proved by a 


dozen nations. 


"We ourselves have already de- 


creased the purchasing value of 
the dollar by about 50 per cent 
and we are still creeping along 
that road. The five cent telephone 
call and the five cent fare have 
already gone, and the five cent 
candy bar has shrunk. 


•'A new round of inflation is 


now appearing in direct or in- 
direct wage and salary increases 
and rising commodity prices. 


"If we keep on this road, we 


are certain to reach the Presi- 
dent's ideal of $4,000 a year to 
: every family. But it will not have 
$4,000 purchasing power.

government borrowing to meet 
deficits, my answer is that is the 
rosd to disaster for everj cottage 
in the land."
